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PREAMBLE 


LabGov (Laboratory for the governance of the city as a common) is an international applied research platform on 
the shared and collaborative management of public spaces. The laboratory was founded in 2011 by the Free 
International University of Social Studies - LUISS Guido Carli, Rome. 

Since 2014, LabGov has been involved in a pilot action concerning the Centocelle Archaeological Park as part of 
the "Co-Roma" project to model "guidelines for the regeneration and shared management of urban common 
goods". At the launch of this project, the Faro Convention was considered as a possible framework for action 
and exchanges took place with the experience of the Hotel du Nord residents' cooperative in Marseille. 

In early 2018, LabGov completed the self-assessment process with respect to Faro criteria proposed within the 
Faro Action Plan framework. Following receipt of this self-assessment, the Council of Europe Secretariat decided 
to launch a Faro Assessment Mission to confirm, or not, the interest in having this initiative join the Faro 
Convention Network. The purpose of this note is to report on this mission carried out by Ed Caroll and Prosper 
Wanner. 

The appreciation visit took place on 15/16 November 2018 in Centrocelle, Rome (Italy) and was commissioned 
by the Council of Europe, in accordance with its Faro Action Plan. The mission was performed by two experts 
from the network of the Faro Convention, Prosper Wanner, a Council of Europe Expert and Ed Carroll, a Faro 
Network member from a community association that is very active in reclaiming a parcel of public land called the 
Cabbage Field. 

The coordination of the visit was undertaken by Christian laione (LUISS Guido Carli) and supported by Elena De 
Nictolis and Benedetta Gillio who form LabGov which is a platform for applied research on public space founded 
by LUISS university. Together, they developed a programme for the visit, which involved two-days of 
conversations about heritage challenges, community organising and political participation in planning.

BACKGROUND 


CENTOCELLE PARK 


It covers a 120-hectares’ plateau in the eastern suburbs of Rome. It is located between two "sector town halls" 
and in three of the most densely populated districts of the capital and which have a fragile social situation (low 
income levels, school failure, high concentration of Roma or immigrant people, ...), resulting in a low land price 
near the Park.

Centocelle identity: communicating proximity to the Roman Aqueduct, the Park and cultural heritage 

This Park is rich in occupations, projects and stories perceived as both positive and negative. The Park contains 
many archaeological remains: 

Roman villas including that of "la Piscina". 

an airport runway, the last witness of the first Italian airport opened in 1909; 

an underground "Mussolini" gallery more than one kilometre long from the metro project, used for a 

while for mushroom cultivation; 

a "mausoleum" recognized as a historical monument, a time used as an inn and now abandoned; 
catacombs that are now closed. 

In addition to this cultural heritage, there is also a natural and faunal heritage. The Centocelle district was 
recently celebrated as Rome's first "free zone" in 1944. 

Protected since 1992, the Park exists since 1994. Following archaeological excavations and their burial, the Park 
was arranged and opened to the public in 2006 but closed in 2008 for security reasons. It is experiencing 
abusive occupations that still partly exist, including car breakdowns and travellers' camps, including in the past 
one of the largest camps in Europe, Casilino, evacuated in 2012. 

It is currently open to the public on a surface of 33 hectares with a future expansion of 20 hectares, blocked 
following the bankruptcy of the company in charge of carrying out this part. The park is little used because of its 
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difficult access and its poor reputation both in terms of pollution and insecurity. It is partially used for model 
aircraft, cycling away from major dangerous roads, dog walking and sometimes for cultural activities, such as 
cricket by the Bangladeshi community (an activity prohibited by the administration because it is considered 
dangerous).

An "Archaeological Park" project on the theme of "everyday life" highlighting Roman villas still exists a possibility. 
Another important part of the Park, owned by the Caisse des depots et consignations and currently closed and 
guarded, is affected by a major real estate project. 

The Park's existence has been partly threatened by the project, now abandoned by the current government, to 
extend the "Italian Pentagon" that juxtaposes the Park. However, this project maintains the internal creation of 
housing (5000 people) within the Pentagon, with occasional major consequences, particularly related to the 
movement of these new residents. 

In early 2017, waste buried in the Park caught fire and the fire, which lasted more than 40 days, aroused the 
fears of the neighbours even though WWF considers the Park to be rather "healthy". Studies are underway to 
more accurately assess this degree of pollution. 

The Centocelle Park is one of the five sites of Labgov's "Co-Roma" project ( http://co-roma.it/ ). 


« CO-ROMA » PROJECT 


LabGov operates as an applied research and one of its focus areas is Centocelle, a quarter with the asset of a 
significant archeological park, to enable the community to develop solutions for sustainable and urban 
regeneration in the SMART sense. It aims to promote citizen initiative, alone or in partnership, for the 
implementation of activities of general interest based on the principles of governance of common goods (as 
defined by Eleonor Ostrom, winner of the 2009 Nobel Prize in Economics). 

Today the community percolates with change and diversity but is unclear how to navigate its future and who can 
be mobilised to do it. Therefore, it is timely to have made an appreciation visit at this juncture when the LabGov- 
Rome action research is so diligently focused on finding a methodology for co-governance of the commons, 
allowing citizens of the district to participate actively to collective life. 

This project starts from the need to stimulate this process when society does not commit itself to it, a process 
that is essential to move towards inclusive and democratic institutions and economies. This project is also active 
in other cities in Italy (Bologna, Mantova, Battipaglia, Reggio Emilia) and is based on the Co-Cities protocol 
(http://labqovcitv.desiqnforcommons.orq/wp-content/uploads/sites/19/Protocol-.pdf ). 

This methodology considers 5 principles that are the necessary conditions that, at different level, allow the 
transition from urban commons projects to co-governance: 

collective governance, 
enabling State, 
pooling economy, 
experimentalism 
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tech justice 


and a six-step cycle (the co-city cycle): 

Cheap talking, 

o localizing urban commons and activating local actors (scholars, experts, practitioners) through 
dialogue interactions. 

Mapping, 

o carried out both offline and online, it results in an analog and digital mapping of urban 
commons through relevant civic initiatives and self-organization experiences. Fieldwork 
activities, ethnographic work, as well as exploratory interviews or surveys are required 
Practictising, 

o collaboration camp where synergies are established between community-driven development 
projects and local authorities. This co-working session might be followed by a collaboration day 
with the objective of putting ideas into practice. 

Prototyping, 

o participants and policymakers infer from the previous phases the community-specific 
characteristics and needs which will be taken into account when co-designing and eventually 
implementing commons-centric governance schemes. 

Testing, 

o qualitative and quantitative metrics are applied to assess, according to local conditions and 
policy tools, whether the implementation of the policy prototype is consistent with the design 
principles and objectives. 

Modelling 

o the governance output already prototyped and evaluated is tailored to the city legal and 
institutional framework, by deepening urban norms, relevant regulations, and administrative 
acts. 

that mobilizes five professional skills. 

The current experiment, that includes Co-Roma project, aims to eventually create a methodology that can be 
replicated in other urban areas. The first three stages of the "cycle", already completed, consisted of: 

1. individual and collective interviews with many stakeholders to identify potential 
commons/communities/co-operations; 

2. they have been mapped in the workshop and in situ; 

3. finally, practical simulations and co-design workshops were organised on site (circular economy, etc.). 

Centocelle has been identified as one of the "communities/communities/cooperation" on which to continue the 
experiment. What follows are some reactions to the problems and potencies that emerged during the generous 
exchanges with key neighbourhood networks and leaders. The information received and the fields of knowledge 
encountered included: 

(i) the socio cultural entities, e.g. local government cultural heritage actors, Centocelle Archaeological Park 

Neighbourhood association; 

(ii) cooperative platforms, educational institutions and 

(iii) individuals who experience social exclusion e.g. Roma population. 
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FINDINGS 


This experimental process, based on the principles set out by Elenor Ostrom, is entering its third phase with the 
creation by five participating structures of a "community cooperative" to structure their action and the obtaining of 
European funding by LabGov, allowing it to continue the experiment for the next three years. 

Difficulty in "doing together" 

Once Centocelle was identified as one of the sites in Rome, out of the fifty or so local actors identified and 
mobilized (associations, companies, collectives, etc.) only six decided to continue their commitment through the 
creation of a "community cooperative". This difficulty in "doing together" in Centocelle has been pointed out 
several times by the people we met. Civil society seems divided between "litigants", "volunteers", "social 
entrepreneurs" and "clientelists" to use the categories identified by the LUISS. 

For example, maintaining the Park's archaeological assets on site has been an important symbolic challenge in 
outlying districts where the involvement of institutions is sometimes perceived as "coming from the centre". This 
has concrete repercussions such as the blocking by one of the "sector town halls" of LabGov's takeover as part 
of the project for an abandoned petrol station. 

An unstable political context 

In addition, there is an unstable political context with no less than three changes over the first three years of the 
project. This unstable political context, as well as a very "bureaucratic" administration, contribute to the general 
demobilization in view of the many initiatives that this park has already undergone, both from institutions and civil 
society, and which have never been completed, or in an unsustainable way such as the opening of the Park in 
2006 . 

For the many institutional actors involved in this third phase - LUISS, MIBAC, ENEA, ... - the project has a high 
value as a "pilot" project aimed at building a model that can be replicated in other cases. Their interest therefore 
goes well beyond Centocelle. What seems to motivate them in such a difficult context is that if a project 
succeeds in Centocelle, it will succeed everywhere else. 

Diversified actors 

Despite the few local actors still involved in the process, they are diversified (an association of inhabitants, a 
motorhome rental company, the manager of a third place, a restaurant owner, a Roma family) and have each 
integrated into their activity a common space to form a community: shared gardens, co working, friendly space, 
etc. 

Once the community cooperative has been created, the next step is to set up a common action plan based on 
the economic activities already identified: cleaning green spaces, bicycle rides, etc. The objective is to quickly 
generate resources autonomously to depend less on external decisions, which are often at the root of project 
blockages. 
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ISSUES 


There is no shortage of projects and some are even ready to be implemented as the "archaeological centre" 
around the pool villa. 

Difficulties in integrating into the local context 

However, it seems that they are having difficulty integrating into the local context, as was the case for the 
opening of the Park in 2006. Even today, local collectives still maintain an essentially critical stance on projects 
concerning the future of the Park: public meetings, legal proceedings, political interpellations, etc. 

Ability to assemble the plurality of projects 

The Co-Roma process around the Centocelle Park seems to have awakened in some people a desire to work 
together, residents, associations, institutions, elected officials, companies, universities. Nevertheless, if everyone 
confirms this will, for the time being it remains to be translated into action, particularly on the collective's ability to 
take into account and assemble the plurality of projects. 

Feeling of disillusionment and defeatism 

One of the keys to the success of this cooperation seems to be the achievement of rapid, even minimal, concrete 
results, as the feeling of disillusionment and defeatism seems to dominate. 

If the Park is indeed the heritage around which all the actors meet, all the stories of the park seem to be buried 
"under the park", both old and more recent stories such as the Roma camp. Many proposals for storytelling exist: 
putting up a panel with the name of each Roma family who lived there, reopening the Mussollini tunnel as a story 
gallery, creating a centre for everyday archaeology, ... For the time being, they remain at the project or simple 
idea stage. 

Economic model of the community's cooperative 

Its autonomy and sustainability are currently difficult to grasp, as the economic development paths are in their 
infancy and will have to be confirmed over time. A member of the LabGov team is mobilized on this issue and 
benefits from Legacoop's support regarding the experience of other community cooperatives. Here again, the 
project is a pilot project, as it is one of the first community cooperatives in an urban environment. 

Use of new technologies 

Strongly highlighted in the project, it is difficult to evaluate, especially after a quick look at the tools mentioned: 2 
comments on the Park's Tripadvisor page, less than a thousand subscribers on the social network pages ... 

Top-down or Bottom-up? 

As an applied research initiative, LabGov is an intervention ‘from above’ with the aim to activate a community 
through a "bottom up" process. Its unique and distinctive feature is the exploration of the assembly of the 
interface between top-down and bottom-up in real time. This dynamic of ‘top-down’ and ‘bottom-up’ actions is a 
contemporary area of exploration among members of the Faro Network (e.g. Cordoba, Kaunas, Marseille) and 
especially the dynamics of leadership and mobilisation. 
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Leadership requires activists who have potency to create bridges and interfaces with a wider set of stakeholders, 
what is often called the capacity of‘bridging’. Bridging can be restricted when infected with personal and political 
ambition, so it must retain its ability to work for the common good. In parallel, mobilisation of people needs 
‘bonding’. Bonds are the ties people in the community have to each other. Communities with high cohesion are 
characterised by qualities such as a high level of trust among its members; willingness to help each other and 
work for the community’s goals; and a high frequency of interactions among community residents on the 
community’s economic, cultural, and social issues. 

From our experience as a network of sites active in the Faro Convention application we have learned that 
activities initiated through self-organising and self-managing (often with little funding) produce results with higher 
levels of sustainability. A key problematic is how to act to increase the mobilization capacity of the community by 
generating a participatory process, mobilizing all the institutions and organizations that work in the 
neighbourhood as well as their associations of social initiative. 

People’s fears 

The most visible sign of the problem relates to the Centocelle Archaeological Park which is perceived as a ‘black 
spot’ and one that mobilises people’s fears rather than their potency e.g. fear of non-settlers (nomads), abusers 
and environmental concerns. The problem is exacerbated by the disconnection of the park by a major urban 
highway and the lack of its connection to the metro station, which itself has inadequate connection to the local 
community heartland. 

A set of open-ended questions ... 

All this raises some important questions: 

• What concrete actions can be taken to restore confidence in a collective project in such a long context 
of failed private and public initiatives? 

• How to reconcile the temporalities of citizen engagement (short-term), economic development (medium- 
term) and urban renewal (long-term)? 

• How can we make visible the "invisible " of this large plateau and the diversity of "people, places and 
stories" essential for integrated urban renewal for all? 

• Where do we start in a public space that is so important for its size, its heritage and for the three 
neighbourhoods surrounding it? 

• How can this development be done in the interest of all, especially the most excluded, in a capital that 
knows only too well the problems of gentrification and overtourism that can be generated by successful 
urban renewal? 

• How to deal with the changing structure of social relations and the neighbourhood (e.g. Christian / 
Moslem interface)? 

• What concrete actions can allow to activate public spaces for engagement and assembly? 

• How to confront the low level of social relations evidenced in the low mobilisation of residents to take 
part in associations; 

• How to address urbanisation and gentrification e.g. the dominance of car transport links and gated 
communities; 

• What concrete actions can build a new sense of community and not relying solely on the one inherited 
from the past (e.g. how a local library can engage the middle generation as well as meeting the needs 
of children, parents and older people). 


PROPOSALS 
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For this third stage of the process, the heritage community exists and gathers around the community 
cooperative, institutions sensitized in Faro are mobilized and ready to commit themselves and the facilitator, 
LabGov, benefits from a European program for the next three years. 

In this relatively favourable context after three years of experimental process, the question of storytelling seems 
to be the least engaged compared to other Faro processes. A "cultural archaeology" could be implemented in 
this "Archaeological Park" as its soil seems to contain stories to reveal and which sometimes wake up during a 
fire ora citizen action. 

Community art’s role 

From the exchanges with local experts an idea emerged to focus on the Centocelle Archaeological Park and to 
explore how community art can enable cultural heritage approaches to be activated and to reinvigorate a cultural 
platform based on solidarity by remembering what the common cultural heritage of Centocelle means today. 

According to F. Matarasso, who is a leading expert in the field, community art is the creation of art as a human 
right, by professional and non-professional artists, cooperating as equals for purposes and to standards that they 
set together, and whose processes, products and outcomes cannot be known in advance. Such a process could 
be applied to creating a contemporary cultural archaeology inquiry with local people and representing this work 
through a cocreation process that is manifested in public thereby allowing further dialogue about the future of the 
park. 

Such a bottom-up and non-expert led cultural heritage approach could become an exemplar of an antidote to the 
challenge both of bridging and bonding. It could involve a 4-step that ‘goes deep’ into the field but also ‘goes- 
wide’ by inviting exchanges of experience and assessment of the choices made with the wider Faro Convention 
Network. 

Visibility through European Heritage Days 

Like other Faro processes, the European Heritage Days could be an annual event to share the "places, stories 
and communities" that bring this heritage to life with the public through a joint programme of heritage walks, 
artistic interventions, conferences and cultural events. 

The construction of this joint programming would be an opportunity to bring together and broaden the circle of 
associate partners, to find a common theme and, once the action has been carried out, to take stock of future 
joint actions. 

The stories would benefit from opening to current activities such as the motorhome rental company since the 
1970s, the riding school, car breakage managers, etc., as well as putting back on the agenda "what this Park 
could be" through the presentation of projects. 

The opening of closed places such as the Auberge Centocelle, the Mussolini tunnel or the Catacombs would be 
an opportunity to present their history, existing projects and to collect more widely other accounts of these places 
from the people who visit them. The use of social networks here could fully find its place by encouraging sharing, 
particularly via common hashtags. 

The official and European dimension of these days makes it possible to recall and promote Faro's values, by 
inviting other heritage communities to participate. MIBAC expressed interest in this perspective, which could 
benefit from existing public support. 
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Use of existing Faro good practices 

The "storytelling" could be based on the experience of the members of the Faro Convention network, whether on 
the possible role of artists and/or creativity in the expression of stories, on the good practice of the "host school" 
in revealing stories, accompanying them and enhancing them. 

Concerning the economic model, if it is still early to draw an assessment, the Faro Network could also make it 
possible to anticipate the "risk" of success, by starting a reflection on the "social contract" now. 

The experience of Hotel du Nord's "residents' cooperative" could be mobilized again on issues of economic 
innovation and cooperative governance, in conjunction with Fontecchio, which has also opted for the "community 
cooperatives" model, and Cordoba on "Patio cooperatives". 

Consequently, various existing Faro practices can be useful in the present case: 

• Ecole des hotes (Pilsen, Marseille, Venise, Forli, Cervia) 

• Heritage Walks (Marseille, Venise, Cervia) 

• Heritage Commission (Marseille) 

• Social Contrat (Viscri) 

• Community art (Kaunas) 

• Inhabitants Cooperative (Marseille, Fontecchio, Cordoba) 

LabGov's presence at the annual meeting of the Faro Convention Network in Bordeaux in December 2018 will 
allow us to forge links with other Faro initiatives.

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GENERAL FEEDBACK ON THE ASSESSMENT 


The "community cooperative", already used as a framework for action in Fontecchio and implemented here for 
the first time in an urban environment, could become a legally transferable reference framework for the other 
Faro initiatives. 

Similarly, the methodology implemented by LabGov could be of interest to Member States or local authorities 
that wish to implement Faro locally and are aware of the importance of having a mobilized and capable civil 
society at their side.
